PANAMA CANAL
EATINGINTO MONEY

(By Assoclated Y'ress.)
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Because

of changed conditions from thosge ex- |

isting In 1805, when the

board of consulting engineers of the
Panama Canal submitted its report,

it is now admitted In responsible
fuarters that the estimate by that re-
port for bullding the canal was fay
too low; that the cost may approx-
imate §200.000,000. The estimate of
the board In 1905 was that the cost
of the eanal would be $139,765,200.
Various reasons are assigned for the
inereased cost, including wider and
longer locks than those proposed by
the bourd of engineers, a greater
quantity of excavation than was es-
timated, increase in unit prices, and
higher prices for labor than those
thought adequate by the board. That
board estimated that the locks
would cost less than $42,000,000,
while the present commission thinks
it will be between $52,000,000 and
$60,000,000, with a still greater in-
crease of 10 per cent, if locks are
farther widened as proposed by the
Navy Department,
